‘Tips to 
the Novice’ 
by 
Blanche 
Wolfram 


I have recently read an article on ring- 
worm with respect to cats which compels 
me to again bring up the subject of fun- 
gus. Nothing touches my heart more than 
suffering by some little innocent kitten, 
especially if something could have been 
done to alleviate its torture. The deplor- 
able condition of a cat pictured with ring- 
worm, was a sorry sight to see and it is 
my belief that this cat did not have the 
proper attention, or that its owner was 
at a loss in treating it correctly. This 
article is meant to help those of you who 
may have missed my first article on skin 
trouble and you who ask my aid in ward- 
ing off the ravages of ringworm. 

First, let me thank you for the many 
letters that came to me expressing thanks 
for the help rendered in the article which 
appeared in the May 1954 issue of Cats 
Magazine. It was also a pleasure to hear 
from many of you at the shows regarding 
the beneficial effect of the remedy dis- 
cussed in that article. True, there were 
some of you who stated that it had no 
effect on your cats but, with further 
questioning it was found that the instruc- 
tions had not been carried out fully. That 
is why I will again go into complete 
detail. 

Perhaps some of you may have heard 
fungus, ringworm, etc. mentioned but do 
not know what it really is. Fungus is a 
form of plant life, microscopic in size, 
that can be very destructive. There are 
thousands of varieties and can be best 
explained as being a type of mold. You 
have at one time or another noticed mold 
on stale bread or spoiled food. The fun- 
gus growing on our cats is similar, but 
you cannot see it with the naked eye; it 
takes a microscopic analysis to determine 
its presence. Where it takes root on the 
cat you will find a ring or circle appear 
in which the fur has fallen out. You may 
also note a condition very similar to dan- 
druff or you may find the open spots to 
be in a scabby condition. This is your in- 
dication that fungus has contacted your 
cat. It seems that little kittens are more 
susceptible to fungus than are larger cats 
because of their more tender skin. 

Fungus can be spread by contact or 
through the air. Breeders must constantly 
watch out for it. Prospective customers 
for the sale of a kitten can unknowingly 
bring it into the cattery; a trip to your 
veterinarian can bring you in touch with 
the fungus simply by walking on the floor 
of the waiting room. Touching a neigh- 
bor’s dog, or even children, can spread it. 
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TREATING FUNGUS 


In most cases cats are only mildly 
affected with fungus but if not treated 
immediately it can well develop into ring- 
worm. The most important thing to 
remember is to get busy right away in 
fighting off the fungus. 

The lime-sulphur dip which we recom- 
mend is a sort of unpleasant duty but in 
my opinion it is the safest and most ef- 
fective remedy for use on our cats. Fol- 
low implicity the instructions contained 
in this article and I am sure you will 
eventually be successful in your efforts 
of controling this condition. It may be a 
hard, tough struggle and mean many 
hours of labor on your part, but it is 
well worth the effort to help our little 
furred friends through their very trying 
situation. 

There are many different kinds of 
medicinal agents on the market for com- 
bating fungus conditions but it is my 
opinion that one of the oldest and least 
expensive of remedies, lime-sulphur, is 
still the best. It is sulphur in a colloidal 
state, in other words a liquid. Liquid 
preparations are desired over powder for 
the simple reason that they mix with 
water, and dilution is an absolute neces- 
sity where cats are concerned. Now, this 
is the method to employ in its use against 
fungus: 

Look the cat over well, and if you see 
any gray substance similar to dandruff 
try to comb out as much as possible. 
Brushing will also be beneficial. If you 
notice some open skin that the fur has 
been falling from, pull off all the loose 
fur around it that will easily come away. 
If any scabs are present be sure to 
remove them also. After this has been 
taken care of, thoroughly wash the cat 
all over in warm soapy water—this will 
help to wash away some of the fungus 
spores. Rinse thoroughly two times at 
least, using new water each time. Besides 
removing spores you will be taking the 
grease and oil from the fur to allow the 
lime-sulphur to penetrate to the skin. 
Also, the skin will be opened thereby 
giving the lime-sulphur a better chance 
to work. Do not entirely dry but allow 
the water to drain from the fur as much 
as possible. Then, dip the cat in a warmed 
solution containing one part of lime- 
sulphur to twenty parts of water. (Re- 
member the proportions of this mixture 
for it is important. If the solution is too 
weak its full effect will be lost; if the 
solution is too strong it will be uncom- 
fortable for the cat.) After thoroughly 
dipping the cat, do not dry the cat with a 
towel but allow the excess to drain off. 
You should, however, get the cat dry 
as quickly as you can. This is easily done 
with heat in some manner, preferably, an 
electric hair dryer which works very well. 

This treatment can be used on cats or 
kittens regardless of age. The only words 
of caution regarding kittens (and cats 
too) is to be sure you do all you can to 
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(RINGWORM) IN YOUR CAT 


ward off a possible chill which could lead 
to more serious consequences. 

It should be understood that not only 
the cats, but their quarters as well, should 
get a thorough going over. First remove 
all fur that may be fastened to the wood 
or wire. Scrub the quarters well with hot 
soapy water using Fels-Naptha soap. 
Rinse thoroughly and apply liberally a 
solution of lime-sulphur and water the 
proportion being one part to ten parts of 
water. Allow this to dry thoroughly be- 
fore placing the cat back in its quarters. 
If the quarters are made of wood it is 
well to shellac them, using white shellac 
with wood alcohol as a thinner. This 
will dry very quickly, and two or three 
coats can be applied immediately. Varnish 
can be used but this takes too long to dry. 
Never use paint, especially those paints 
containing lead, for it will be very detri- 
mental to the health of your cat if it is 
swallowed, even though dry. 

In severe cases the entire washing and 
dipping operation must be repeated at in- 
tervals of five days. Of course it won't be 
necessary to shellac every time, but all 
other instructions should be followed to 
the letter. This may all sound like a dif- 
ficult task but you must remember we are 
dealing with a very troublesome enemy. 
Scientists have done wonders in their 
fight against germs with powerful germi- 
cides, but fungus is not a germ and a com- 
plete fungicide has not been found as 
yet. 

Your veterinarian probably has the 
lime-sulphur liquid in stock, but if not, 
he can get it for you. 

Lime-sulphur is an over-all remedy and 
may .also be used as a spotter, just apply- 
ing the 20-to-one mixture to spots in be- 
tween dippings. There are other things 
that can be used as a remedy, too, when 
the condition is not severe enough to 
warrant the complete L-S treatment. One 
of these is iodine. The white stainless 
variety would be best to use. Without a 
doubt iodine will kill off the growth of 
fungus but,’one must remember the word 
POISON on the bottle. It is just that, 
and if swallowed by the cat in washing it 
off, you may find your cat dead. If you 
use this for spotting be very careful. Or 
you might try the following “spotter” 
formula as a help against fungus. Salicylic 
acid 6%, benzoic acid 4%, mixed with 
enough alcohol to make six ounces in all. 
Use pure grain alcohol (drinking alcohol) 
and not wood alcohol or rubbing alcohol 
which are poisonous. 

Dr. Leon Whitney, the eminent Veter- 
inarian and author believes in a product 
called Malucidin to be used as a remedy 
in the battle against fungus. This is 
excellent on some animals but is not ad- 
visable on longhair cats because of its 
tendency to mat very badly. Of course, 
the fur can all be cut off minimizing the 
work in combing out the mats. Another 
product that has found favor is seleen. 


This, like iodine, is highly poisonous, so 
extreme care must be exercised in its use. 
It is a shampoo, and one must rinse and 
re-rinse the cat thoroughly. You must 
also be careful not to get any of the 
seleen under your fingernails because it 
can easily poison food coming in contact 
with the fingers. Unless you are expert 
in its use do not attempt to treat your 
cats with it. 

There is another new fungicide which 
seems to hold much promise. The May 
1955 CoroNET magazine carried an article 
written by Robert L. Dee about a new 
discovery in the fight against fungus. 
Capt. Allen R. Kittleson of the Esso Re- 
search and Engineering Labs at first 
thought he had a germicide but with ex- 
tensive tests his discovery was found to 
be a fungicide. I have made inquiries, and 
was informed that it is not toxic to cats 
if directions are followed. Two companies 
are now making it: the California Spray 
Chemical Co., Haddenfield, N. J., which 
calls theirs Calspray Orthocide #406, and 
the Stauffer Chemical Co., Chester, Pa., 
who have named theirs Fungicide #406. 
However, it will be well to wait until the 
veterinarians approve this treatment be- 
fore using it on your cat. Otherwise, you 
will be chancing all the dangers inherent 
in any new product. 

Please keep in mind that not only cats 
but all other fur bearing animals can be 
troubled with fungus. And growers of 
plant life have the same problems. Fun- 
gus will grow on every living thing and 
for this reason it is very hard to keep 
from getting fungus at some time or 
other. Should it develop on your cat, 
resort to the remedies as given promptly, 
for failure to do so will only lead to 
more serious complications. Do not des- 
pair but get right to work and I am sure 
your efforts will be rewarded with success.

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Cats Question Box 
Conducted By E. A. Renaux, D.V.M. 


My problem is a skin condition on a Blue Persian female. 
It has occurred twice, each time in October. Quarter to three- 
quarter inch patches of thick layer greasy type dandruff appear 
from the head to tail. Generally along the spine with predomi- 
nance over the hind quarters. When the patches are removed 
with alcohol, the skin underneath is mildly inflamed but not 
raw. Last year the condition did not respond to fungicidal oint- 
ments but did seem to clear up slowly by repeated dipping in 
diluted Velminck Solution. I would appreciate any assistance 
you can give me since my local veterinarian is at a loss.

With the repetitions coming at the same time, I would sus- 
pect that they are due to the same basic cause—primarily a 
hormonal disturbance, which, after it had run its course allows 
the system to return to normal. Treatment for this type of upset 
varies greatly depending on the particular nature of the indi- 
vidual case. Bathing the cat in a lime-sulphur solution might 
help to control some of the skin irritation. 


My one year old male cat has a condition causing bloody 
stools every third or fourth day. Medically, he has been diag- 
nosed as having ulcers and also as having nothing more serious 
than hair balls. He eats and sleeps normally, but after his stool 
has been bloody, he seems listless. I have changed his diet to 
a mild one. This condition has been going on for about four 
months. Can you spot any symptoms that might indicate some 
serious condition?

I would suggest that the first thing to be done would be 
an X-ray examination to try to find any area of trouble in the 
digestive tract. The feeding of a very bland diet may help to 
avoid any great irritation of the bowel. Adding a calcium and 
phosphorous preparation and some vitamin K may help to re- 
duce some of the hemorrhage by aiding the blood to clot more 
rapidly and prevent too much loss. 


I have a Chinchilla Persian kitten 14 months old. When 
he was six months old he started to have periodic paralysis of 
his legs. He can stretch them, but cannot stand on them. At the 
same times his bowel movements become loose. In three days 
he starts to walk again and is normal for about two months. 
The veterinarians I took him to cannot find anything physically 
wrong with him. And there is evidently no deficiency in his diet. 
I would appreciate your advice.

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CATS & BABIES

The tiger cat was snugly rolled into a 
ball and sleeping happily. The baby cried 
in its crib. Like a streak of lightning, 
the cat leaped up, ran out of the room, 
to where the mother sat sewing.

When our little girl started 
navigating about the house, she too, would 
once in a while grab the cat’s tail and 
pull hard; yet the cat never once scratched 
her. He did try to get away from her, 
it’s true; and it is also true that if an 
adult had pulled its tail, the adult would 
have been scratched. I maintain that the 
cat knew the difference. He knew that 
toddlers are to be excused.

Cat Orphanage Adopted as Project of 
Memphis Club 


The adoption of a Resolution to establish a 
fund from the profits of Cat Shows held here 
in Memphis to be used to found a Cat Orphan- 
age for Memphis and Shelby County was 
brought about by the two-sided membership of 
the Memphis and Mid South Cat Fanciers 
Club. Some of the members are Cat Fanciers 
and others just fancy cats—any cats, and the 
two got together last month and decided for 
the best interests of both groups that some 
thing constructive should be done for the Cat 
population. At this time there are far too many 
cats here that nobody wants. Some of these 
find their way into the Humane Shelter where 
they are put to sleep at once without any effort 
being made to find homes for them. Others are 
dumped alongside highways in the county and 
left to the fate of starvation, racing wheels or 
killer dogs. Still others wander about in a pitiful 
state of flea-bitten and diseased misery—and 
apparently nobody cares. 

A community with too many cats makes cats 
of no value. Breeders of good cats cannot find 
a reasonable market for their hard work and 
expense in raising fine cats. Those who love 
cats—any cats—have their hearts torn out by 
the neglect and suffering imposed by the very 
real indifference of everyone to the problem, 
and they cannot find homes for the wretched 
feline waifs which they find and nurse back to 
health. The members felt that surely here was 
an opportunity to do the community a service 
and help the Cat Fanciers and those who Just 
Fancy Cats. They decided to set aside money 
from the profits of the Shows and some day 
build and support a Cat Orphanage where all 
sorts of cats which are unwanted for one reason 
or another could be brought and where these 
animals can be spayed, and neutered and again 
placed in good homes. The entire county would 
benefit, for cats would not continually produce 
unwanted kittens who in turn grow up and do 
the same thing. The Cat Fanciers would find 
a more interested market for their fine cats— 
for cats would be scarcer. And those who Just 
Fancy Cats would be able to really do some- 
thing about the pathetic waifs and could rest
